000 from him in a lonely house in 
the county where they kept* him 
tied to a bed for several days. Alex 
ander escaped from the house and 
stopped pavment on a check he 
gave them. 
Sues for Entire Estate. 

The suit here, is for the entire 

estate and was brought on behalf 
of Miss Dunlap's child, which she 
calls Mildred Jo Alexander. After 
the birth of the child in a private 
matermty home in St. Louis it was 
adopted by a St. Louis family. A 
few months later Alexander died in 
Fort Smith and Miss Dunlap there- 
upon recovered the baby and the 
action to make it sole heir to the 
rich.estate was started. 
Miss Dunlap and Dr. H. H. Smith 
of Fort Smith were the only wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff, her child. 
Miss Dunlap said Alexander was 
the father and that she had no oth- 
er intimate male associates. She 
denied acquaintance with the two 
men of Fort Smith, one of whom 
had a picture of her with her 
name inscribed across the back. 
He testified she called him her sol- 
dier boy. 

She and Dr. Smith _ testified 
Alexander in their presence had 
acknowledged parentage of the 
child in writing, but that Miss 
Dunlap's home in Van Buren was 
subsequently robbed of that paper 
and other things. She had no 
other proof of an acknowledge- 
ment of parentage. 

Dr. Smith, by whom Miss .Dun- 
lap was employed as office attend- 
ant when her trouble began, con- 
nected his own name with that of 
Miss Dunlap by adding to an an- 
swer to a question that he had 
been informed it was being said 
he wgs responsible for her condi- 
tion.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
Oct. 11.—The flight of the Zeppe- 
lin ZR-3 from Friedrichshafen to 
Lakehurst, N. J., the start of which 
had been announced for this morn- 
ing, was suddenly pestponed at the 
last minute until 6 o’cleck tomor- 
row morning. 

While no formal statement was 
forthcoming from the management 
of the Zeppelin worle, where the 
great dirigible was built for the 
United States Navy, it Was apparen® 
that Dr. Hugo Eckener, director of 
the works and commander of the 
ship, had discovered that the ZR-3 
was loaded with more weight than 
it could*comfortably carry. 

Dr. Eckener claimed that the at- 
mospheric lifting power this morn- 
ing was such that a successful start 
was precluded and he immediately 
ordered quantities of gasoline and 
ballast jettisoned. 

Rising Temperature Hinders. 

Even taking outa ton and a half 
of gasoline failed to lighten the 
ship enough so she would float as 
she should, and Dr. Eckener ex- 
plained that the rising temperature 
was hindering the dirigtble’e 78 
power. 

As every ounce of gasoline may 
be required to propel the vessel 
in the event of rough weather. he 
deemed it bést to posto»ne the 
hop-off rather than further reduce 
his fuel supply which, as the dirig- 
ible stood in its hangar this morn- 
ing. weighed about 31 tons. Dr. 
Eckener is hoping for cooler 
weather and consequently more 
buoyancy when he endeavors to 
take off tomorrow.

Drinkwater Muddles Through 
His Outline of Literature

HE modern intellectual is a 
curious animal. He scoffs at 
Rotary. He scorns the slogan- 
eer. He abhors the herd. But let 
Mr. H. G. Wells sell some uncount- | 
ed thousands of an “Outline of His- | 
tory,”’’ and the silliest aAmb in a 
band of sheep is not more ambi- 
tious to follow the bell-wether over 
the Hence than is your intellectual 
to write an Outline.“ 

John Drinkwater'’s “Outline of 
Literature,“ like Mr. Drinkwater’s 
“Abraham Lincoln.“ is a surprising 
accomplishment for one so Illy 
equipped. Yet “Outline” is a saving 
word. It does away with need for 
perspective. Mr. Drinkwater seems 
to conceive that proportion also is 
unnecessary. There is a sopho- 
moric naivete in his approach to 
his task. One might forgive that. 
But what of the scholarship which 
seriously announces that Mark 
Twain was a pilot on the Mississippi 
River at 17, when a cursory read- 
ing of the 
show that Sam Clemens appren- 
ticed himself to Capt. Horace Bixby

Instead, 
Mr. Drinkwater has concocted his 
dish from insularity, distortion and 
downright misinformation — that 
the people may be spoon-fed with 
literature in easy doses.

Chesterton's brilliant and stinrulat- 
ing study of “Dickens and Thack- 
eray,.”’ with its paradoxical argu- 
ment that caricature does not pro- 
duce types while realism does. 
There is Gilbert Thomas’ innocuous 
contribution on “English Poetry 
since Swineburne.” 
James For man's unoriented and su- 


perficial essay on “Contemporary 
American Writers” which, after 
floundering through sloughs of 


journalism, cheerfully assures ut 
in effect that where among a pop- 
ulation of 110,000,000 people week- 
ly and monthly publications reach 
a circulation of 2,000,000 God's in 
his Heaven and all's right with Iit- 
erature.

the name of Charles Warren Stod- 
dard, who combined the charm and 
felicity of the English essayists 
with a strange love of the exotls 
and a warm heart’ for all mankind. 
And it will be hard for the Ameri- 
can to reconcile boyhood memo- 
ries of The Deerslayer and “The 
Last of the Mohicans” with the fact 
that James Fenimore Cooper is 
mentioned only by name as a con- 
temporary of Irving. 

But what is to be expected of 
one who lists among the Puri 
tans“ Thoreau and Emerson? That 
the former drew his inspiration 
from Lao-T¥e and the ancient 
Greeks there is evidence enough 
in Walden“ alone; and when Mr. 
Drinkwater fails to discover that 
one is not surprised that he fails 
to find in. Thoreau the very in- 
spiration of modernity, but pre- 
fers to consider him a Puritan of 
French and Scotch descent rather 
than the uncompromising Yankee 
anarch that he was. His percep- 


tion of Emerson is a little less 
crépuscular. The self-reliant Lan- 
kee philosopher partly emerges 
from Mr. Drinkwater's hazy 
and a priori concept. The edi- 
tor of the “Outline” begins 
to doubt his own  infallibility. 
“Tf Emerson was a “Puritan,” 
he qualifies, “the word must 
be defined so broadly that we 
can account for his influence 
On Walt Whitman, Matthew Ar- 
nold, Nietzsche and Maeterlinck, 


four men of no obvious resem- 
blance to each other.” 

Possibly that definition may be 
achieved by Mr. Drinkwater in 
another com pendium—say an

President's Long Inaction. 

„If he be the great and safe

Two phases of the city’s transit 
problem took the attention of the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday—the 
matter of a survey of needs and 
facilities, with special reference to 
a proposed downtown subway, and 
the regulation of motorbus opera- 
tions. 

The board passed, with only two 
dissenting votes, an ordinance ap- 
propriating $12,600 for the survey. 
The bill originally called for $25,- 
000, but the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, earlier in the day, 
cut this in half, for lack of funds 
immediately available, but with the 
Promise of granting the remainder 
in the next fisca? year. 

This survey is expected to begin 
shortly, under direction of the 
Board of Public Service. The Spe- 
cial Transit Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen recently sug- 
gested it as a necessary step to pre- 
cede a $100,000,000 public bond 
igsue for a rapid-transit system, 
which it proposed.
